The cash reserve level is where it should be, accord¬ 
ing to Assistant City Administrator David Cain. The 
Council has indicated that they want to keep it around 
that $1,000,000 range,” said Cain. As of June 30,1996, 
cash reserves were at $1,051,165. They re expected to 
be at $980,216 on June 30, 1998, with the brunt of the 
difference being attributed to an estimated $71,099 in 
Capital Improvement Projects.

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Back the in days of my youth. Sierra 
Madre was much smaller in may ways 
and the fun things to do with your friends 
were limited. In my youngest days I re¬ 
member going to the Saturday matinee 
down at the local movie house, where it 
is still located on Sierra Madre Blvd., but 
there are no Saturday matinees there now. 
They had movies every Saturday, but only 
if I could collect enough pop bottles to pay 
for a ticket, would I get to go. Tickets cost 
15 cents and if I could get enough bottles 
to have a quarter, I could get into the 
movies and have two boxes of candy, 
besides. 

Let me say, that in those days soda did 
not come in cans—it all came in bottles, so 
if I really hustled I could come up with the 
money to go to the show most of the time. 
First, I would search in all the trash con¬ 
tainers at the park, then the trash contain¬ 
ers at the 3 service stations in town. I only 
had to get 13 bottles at two cents apiece 
to make my day. 

They showed the best movies in the 
world at the movie theater. There was 
Flash Gordon, Abbot and Costello and the 
Three Stooges; they always showed the 
newest MovieTone News, which was o k. 
But best of all they always showed 3 car¬ 
toons. WOW! IN A ROW! IN COLOR! 

.As I grew a little older, like in my ear¬ 
ly teens and developed friendships with 
other guy.s, our favorite hangout was the 
malt shop on Baldwin Avenue. Mom 
would let me go out after dinner, as long 
as she knew where I was going to be and 
be back home by nine sharp. The curfew 
in town was ten, but I was too young to 
stay out that late. We had more fun at the 
malt shop. It was always packed with my 
friends. We'd sit in the booths and li.sten 
to the juke box and rap. In those days, that 
meant talk. We always talked about what 
was happening at school, in our little 
town, and what our major hopes and as¬ 
pirations were going to be. At that young 
age, I wanted to build the most powerful 
race car that ever was. I figured I could 
do it by mowing lawns all summer and 
building the race car a piece at a time. 

As I grew a little older 1 got a bonus, I 
got to stay out later, but had to be home 
by the ten o’clock curfew. Golly, that was 
a big deal for me. I’d either go up to Si¬ 
erra Madre canyon and hang out with the 
canyon kids-around the swiming pool 
and the little market or go down the hill 
to the malt shop and hang out with the kids 
there. 

My buddy, Paul, finally got his drivers 
licen.se and his mom let him use her car. 
That was great. Paul and I would go to 
Pasadena on Saturday nights and either go 
to the movies down there or cruise up and 
down Colorado Blvd. We really thought 
that we were some pumpkins, and in the 
innocence of youth, we sawour selves as 
sophisticated. Those were good days in 
our little town. We did have places to go- 


and things to do, and we did have rights 
growing up there. In my opinion, for 
whatever it’s worth, the kids did have 
rights- to be with their peers-to talk of 
their futures and whatever was on their 
minds. 

Nowadays if you take a look, there is 
no more malt shop, there is no movie, the 
Canyon pool is gone. It appears to me that 
there ought to be someplace centrally lo¬ 
cated specifically for teenagers and skate¬ 
boarder to go. I think the kids are miss¬ 
ing out on a very important part of grow¬ 
ing up in our little, well-loved town. Per¬ 
haps the City Fathers could get together 
with the kids and find out what the wants 
and needs are together with the ways and 
means, to acquire something to every¬ 
body’s satisfaction, and approval. 

I noted in an article in the last weeks 
“squeak” about reviving Pioneer Days. 
What wonderful memories that evoked. 
In the mid 40’s and 50’s on Pioneer Days, 
the city would put up a large wooden, 
open air, jail house with a lock on it on 
Kersting Court. There was a reason for 
that jail house. All the men including 
teenagers that could grow a beard, had to 
grow a beard. A prize was offered for the 
man who had the longest beard. If they 
didn’t have a betu-d and got caught they 
v'.ent into the jail house for a pretty good 
period of time! They were ribbed by the 
passers by and a great deal of laughing 
went on. Most Sierra Madre men started 
growing their beards in plenty of time for 
the festival. Those men that didn’t care 
to grow a beard and attend the Pioneer 
Days had only one way out to escape jail. 
After all, who wanted to get thrown into 
an open air jail and get locked up in the 
middle of town with all the people mak¬ 
ing fun of you. The only alternative was 
to buy a special ticket for $5.00 from any 
of the local merchants—a kind of GET 
OUT OF JAIL FREE CARD. Golly, that 
was fun. 

Up Sierra Madre Blvd., where the City 
Hall is now, was a vacant lot that ran all 
the way down to Mariposa Street. A car¬ 
nival came to town for Pioneer Days and 
used the whole parcel of land. It was 
beautiful especially at night with colored 
lights all over. There was a Ferris Wheel, 
and the Hammer and the Octopus and the 
Catapillar and booths of all kinds, selling 
cotton candy, popcorn, sodas, hot dogs, 
ring tosses, etc. It was an event. I remem¬ 
ber getting all dressed up in the early 
evening and borrowing some of my Dad’s 
Old Spice Shave lotion, putting it all over 
my face and neck because that was a 
grown up smell. I liked it a lot. I didn’t 
shave yet, because I didn’t have any whis¬ 
kers, but I put the Old Spice on in hopes 
of find a girl friend. That never worked 
out. But that has never dulled the lustrous 
memories in my heart of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Pioneer Days.

Conversation with 
Beans & John 


“Old Timers’ Tales” 
would seem to allude to 
stories from a long, long 
time ago. But when 
“Beans” Colbert and John 
Grijalva, both Sierra Ma- 
dreans from childhood, 
play memory badminton, 
stories fly through the air 
back and forth; each taking 
its cues from the other. 
These men are not old tim¬ 
ers, they opine. They have 
just lived awhile. 
“Awhile”...a euphemism 
for a long, long time ago, 
as was indicated four sen¬ 
tences ago? Well, maybe, 
if you are thirty years old. 
Not so, if you are over fif- 

ty- 

“Beans” got his nick¬ 
name from an uncle whose 
childhood moniker was, of 
course, “Stringbean.” He 
is a tall, handsome man 
over sixty whose head is 
filled with extraordinary 
childhood memories. 

John, after having had 
brain surgery, apologizes 
for his memory lack, and 
yet he can walk down 
memory lane with the best 
of them. He is not so tall 
but is just as handsome. 
And he’s over sixty. 

As they reminisce about 
the Pioneer Days celebra¬ 
tion that is set is Sierra 
Madre for early Novem¬ 
ber, Nov. I, 2, 7, 8, and 9, 
this year, they remember 
Pioneer Days in Sierra 
Madre in the ’40s. 

“The July Fourth Pa¬ 
rade was started just after 
our first Pioneer Days.” 

“We started to build a 
float in the PE (Pacific 
Electric) warehouse in the 
Montecito (Avenue) park¬ 
ing lot.” 

“Happy Mendel (of the 
present Happy’s Wines 
and Spirits) gave us $20 as 
a sponsors of the float.” 

“No, there weren’t any 
volunteers. We just 
pitched in and did it.” 

“The first Pioneer Day 
was in 1939. Then they 
didn’t have another one 
until in 1947 after the war. 
Then we waited for anoth¬ 
er one until the ’60s.” 

“No, we had them in 
’47, ’48, and ’49.” 

“Oh yeah, that’s right.” 

“In the late ’30s Beans 
found a $10 bill and went 
over the Roberts’ (now 
Howie's Ranch Market) to 
buy candy. Mrs. Roberts 
called the police and the 
priest. Remember that. 
Beans? For awhile there 
you were in big trouble.” 

“Oh, yes, John. Re¬ 
member the bakery where 
the liquor store is in How¬ 
ie's? We’d go there and get 
a day-old eclair for five 
cents. 

“Those show at Sierra 
Madre School put on by 
Pat West, now they were 
something. He brought in 
Joey Brown.” 

“That guy Joey Brown 
could put three balls in his 
mouth at the same time. 
He had a rubber face. And 
Ray Miland came, and 
Rochester. Remember 
Rochester? He was Jack 
Benny’s straight man.” 

“And Will Rogers, and 
Fibber McGee and Mol- 
lie.” 

“John, Alfalfa from Lit¬ 
tle Rascals had relatives on 
Victoria Lane.” 

“Beans, you remember 


the trouble we had when 
Alfalfa was visiting once 
and we had the donkey 
giving kids rides inside the 
school grounds. That poor 
donkey could take three 
kids...”' 

“But when Alfalfa got 
on he was the fourth kid 
and he got bucked off. The 
cops came to my house 
about this but nobody said 
anything more about it. 

John: “Pat West had 
horses and lived in a house 
across from the nursery 
school.” 

Beans: “He used to put 
on minstrel shows in the 
auditorium at Sierra Madre 
School. It’s the same audi¬ 
torium that we use now.” 

John: “Pascal and Ger- 
sch designed that school. 
They were the architects.” 

Beans: “Between our 
family and the Richters we 
had thirteen kids on Victo¬ 
ria Lane. Your family, 
John, lived on Highland. 
There were forty kids liv¬ 
ing on Auburn.” 

John: “Remember the 
games we’d play? Kick the 
can. Hide 'n' Seek, Rover 
Rover.” 

Beans: “We had trees to 
climb and fruit to steal. 
When you got in trouble 
you could stay away from 
home for days. We’d go up 
in Bailey Canyon. When 
we were in Boy Scouts 
we’d learned how to roast 
potatoes. You wrap the 
potato, which we’d steal 
from somebody’s garden, 
in paper, cover it with 
mud, build a fire and bury 
the potato. We’d go swim 
under the falls in the can¬ 
yon. The water was so 
damned cold. When we 
got back the potato would 
be ready. Boy, was it 
good.” 

John: “Colberts had a 
party and the kids decided 
to steal a chicken to eat. 
Unfortunately, the chicken 
we stole had been a prize 
rooster. Hubert Tuttle and 
Robert Annas stole the 
rooster. We couldn’t pull 
the head off the rooster 
right away. Then we had to 
cook it for eight hours and 
it was still tough.” 

Beans: “Woodson 

Jones was my uncle. He 
was a Realtor Where that 
new juice place is on Ker¬ 
sting Court. He had a six- 
foot rolltop desk. He 
would nap under the desk 
and put up a sign that said 
‘Out to lunch. ‘You could 
hear him snore. We had 
nickname for everyone. 
Remember the pool hall on 
North Baldwin, John?” 

John: “I think we devel¬ 
oped the original skate 
boards. We’d take Chica¬ 
go Skates and put a box on 
two by fours and put that 
on the metal skates and 
add handlebars.” 

Beans: “We went all 
over town on those things. 
There were moonshiners 
up Baldwin and Santa An¬ 
ita. Ira Fox, Ray Fox’s fa¬ 
ther, had a barber shop. He 
also had a mine out in the 
desert. This guy named 
Corbit was supposed to 
watch over this mine out in 
the desert. He would re¬ 
ceive his Social Security 
check from time to time. 
Well, one day he had 
cashed his check and he 
was last seen walking 


down the street with his 
‘new friends'.” 

John: “Local groups 
tried to find him. even 
Search and Rescue, but 
they couldn’t find a thing.” 

Beans: “Hotel Shirley 
was a house of ill repute...” 

John: “And we heard 
about a nudist colony in 
the canyon.” 

Beans: “We used to 
play football at Lincoln 
Pascal’s house on the 
lawn. That’s Where Jacob 
Maarse lives now. Have 
you ever seen John’s wife, 
Mignon? She was Mignon 
Murphy, so gorgeous. Ev¬ 
eryone was in love with 
her.” 

John: “Now we have 
three Mignons. Two were 
named after her.” 

Beans: “My dad was a 
carpenter then went to 
work for the L.A. Times, 
and for the Sierra Madre 
News, by the way, after the 
war.” 

John: “My father died 
when I was eight.” 

Beans: “You know, we 
have to get everyone in¬ 
volved in this Pioneers’ 
Days. All the merchants 
should bring photos of 
when they were kids and 
hang them in the win¬ 
dows.” 

John: "How about baby 
photos of everyone and 
guess who everyone is, 
then the winner gets $200.

items and saying that 
they’re not going to be 
bound by law, we’re just 
messing the whole thing 
up and getting away from 
the whole intent which is 


to provide a 30-day wait¬ 
ing period for a demoli¬ 
tion Why can’t we make it 
that simple?” 

Doyle said “In Sierra 
Madre, all sorts of squirre- 
ly things have happened 
when people have gone 
out and gotten demolition 
permits and nobody knew 
about it. Large sections of 
the Municipal Code have 
been ignored.” 

MacGillivray responded 
that was a policy matter, 
not a legal one. Doyle said, 
“‘Policy’ is who’s sitting 
behind the desk at 7:45? 
There’s no policy manual; 
that’s ducking the issue.” 

In light of the debate. 
Mayor Hester asked City 
Attorney Martin if the City 
could enact a 45-day mor¬ 
atorium on demolitions. 
Martin said that they 
could, and MacGillivray 
made a motion that a 45- 
day moratorium on demo¬ 
lition be declared and a 
study session on the issue 
held. Councilman Adams 
asked, “No building per¬ 
mits that require demoli¬ 
tion issued for 45 days?” 
Councilwoman 
MacGillivray responded, 
“There’s nothing pend¬ 
ing.” To relieved laughter 
from the audience signal¬ 
ling a near-end to the pro¬ 
ceedings, Adams asked 
with a straight face, ‘Then 
why do it? (enact the mor¬ 
atorium).” 

The non-agendized 
moratorium was an urgen¬ 
cy item, and as such re¬ 
quired a 4/5 vote for ap¬ 
proval, and that’s exactly 
what it got, with Council¬ 
man Doyle dissenting.

Welcome to the Jungle

Well, I got a hold of 
Terrence from Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, that voice on Jim 
Rome’s sports talk radio 
show “The Jungle”. Ter¬ 
rence is actually Terrence 
Ecker, a 39 year old long¬ 
time Sierra Madre resident 
(“Like most people, I left 
and came back”) who at¬ 
tended St. Rita’s and went 
on to play high school 
football at St. Francis, as 
well as some college and 
semi-pro ball. The mes¬ 
sage 1 got on my answer¬ 
ing machine from Ter¬ 
rence was concise: “This is 
Terrence. 1 won’t be home 
tonight. Don’t call me. 
Out.” ‘Out’ is jungle gloss 
(gloss = short for glossary. 
Slang) for ‘Goodbye’ in 
the Jungle. A traditional 
signal to the voluntary end 
of a phone call. If the call 
doesn’t end voluntarily, 
the caller is typically ‘run’ 
(hung up on). The two 
rules of the Jungle? 1) 
Have a take. 2) Do not 
suck. 

The Jungle was a local 
Southern California show 
for its first three years, 
starting in early 1991, but 
is now broadcast nation¬ 
wide. Says Executive Pro¬ 
ducer of XTRA Sports 
690, Joe Tutino, who start¬ 
ed working with Rome day 
one, ‘There were 31 affil¬ 
iates when they left.” Orig¬ 
inally part of the Noble 
Sports Radio Network, 
following a merger with 
Jacor in 1996, the Jungle is 
now heard via the Pre^’^ 
miere Radio Network. Tu¬ 
tino says that the Jungle is 
a caller-oriented show: 
“These people call the 
show, and it’s theirs. It 
belongs to them.” The call¬ 
ers, says Tutino, “try to be 
Jim” which is why they’re 
known in Jungle gloss as 
‘the clones’. Terrence is 
something of a Jungle leg¬ 
end, however. He is one of 
the callers who can be 


counted on regularly to not 
suck. Tutino doesn’t pre¬ 
tend to understand what 
compels people to wait on 
hold for an hour and a half 
to spout off 30-60 seconds 
diatribes about the sports 
world, saying only, 
“Something drives them to 
do this. I don’t know what 
it is, but it’s there.” Of Ter¬ 
rence, Tutino says, “He 
seems like a good guy. He 
likes the show, and he 
takes it to heart.” 

What does Terrence 
like about the Jungle? As 
he admits, “Who else is 
going to let me do my 
comedy on the air? People 
say Rome has a big ego, 
but the show is really 
geared for the listeners. 
There’s the huge call and 
huge fax (daily contests 
for the best phone call or 
fax received in the four 
hours of the show’s dura¬ 
tion) and if the callers are 
good, Jim just turns the 
show over to them.” 

Terrence has bagged a 
huge call as recently as this 
week, with a nice blasting 
of the Anaheim Angels’ 
Tony Phillips, allegedly 
found in a motel room 
while possessing crack 
cocaine and the materials 
needed to smoke it. Said 
Terrence, nationwide, 
“Disney is opening a new 
ride in honor of Phillips - 
Pirates of the Crackibbean. 
Yo ho, yo ho, a junkie’s 
life for me.” ok, maybe 
it’s not niiiiiiiiiiiiiiice radio 
(Jungle gloss: Typical 
talk-show spineless non¬ 
wave making commen¬ 
tary) but as Terrence says, 
“The Jungle is a cruel 
place.” 

The Jungle also comes 
complete with ‘tour stops’, 
or broadcasts from remote 
location, where clones 
show up by the scores, of¬ 
ten waiting outside just to 
be part of the atmosphere. 
It was at a tour stop that 
Terrence learned some¬

thing he found a bit sur¬ 
prising: He is something of 
a minor celebrity, at least 
among Jungle listeners. 
And “Jungle listeners” is 
an ever-growing Genera¬ 
tion X subculture. At the 
tour stop, Terrence signed 
between 50 and 60 auto¬ 
graphs. The philosopher in 
Terrence says, “What can 
I do? I feel ridiculous sign¬ 
ing autographs. I’m just a 
guy who calls a radio 
show, but then again, 
wouldn’t it be more arro¬ 
gant to refuse?” Terrence 
compromised by signing 


things like, “This auto¬ 
graph is worthless. Ter¬ 
rence.” and asking his fans 
to make themselves more- 
useful by buying hi-rri- a 
beer. As Terrence says, 
“What good is fame if you 
can’t get a free beer out of 
it?” 

Terrence also brought 
further glory to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre by finishing fourth in 
the most recent “Smack- 
Off’, the annual invitation- 
only contest between the 
most hardcore callers of 
the show. What was his 
approach to fax off? A 


staged on-air shooting of 
his brother who started 
harassing him in the mid¬ 
dle of his phone call, ac- 
uusdng him of reading his 
call (a Jungle no-no) and 
turning up the radio in the 
middle of the call. Ter¬ 
rence interrupted his sports 
takes to ‘shoot’ his broth¬ 
er on-air, to my knowledge 
the first on-air staged radio 
murder.

Drink to(for?) Your Health 


On July 3, 1997, in Montreal Canada, at the 4th In¬ 
ternational Conference on Preventive Cardiology, re¬ 
searchers presented favorable findings related to mod¬ 
erate alcohol consumption and cardiovascular health. 
Fifteen different studies included alcohol as a factor, 
finding overwhelming benefits for moderate consump¬ 
tion. 

Researchers from Yonsei University in Korea, report¬ 
ed finding the lowest overall mortality, including can¬ 
cer mortality, for moderate drinkers. They al.so provid¬ 
ed evidence that regular consumption-as opposed to 
erratic consumption- appears to contribute to risk reduc¬ 
tion. Researchers led by Dr. II Sun concluded “ the data 
suggests that higher mortality risks are associated with 
erratic compared to regular drinking, with both complete 
abstention and heavy drinking compared to moderate 
drinking. 

The latest data drawn from Italian participants of the 
Risk Factor and Life Expectancy Research Group 
showed that drinkers of wine outside meals exhibited 
higher risks of death compared to drinkers of wine with 
meals. According to the researchers, the results “indi¬ 
cate that drinking pattern can have important health 
implications and that the way we consume alcohol can 
determine a number of important health outcomes. 

Drawing from a large group of over 80,000 male 
physicians. Harvard researchers found a U-shaped re¬ 
lationship between alcohol intake and total mortality 
among light to moderate drinkers. Compared to abstain¬ 
ers, consumers of under two drinks per day “had signif¬ 
icant reductions in risk of death” with no negative ef¬ 
fects on cancer mortality at that consumption level. 

Another team of Harvard researchers reported that 
male moderate drinkers were at a reduced risk of sud¬ 
den death compared to those who drink less than once a 
month. This additional data from the Physicans Health 
Study found a U-shaped relationship between moderate 
alcohol intake and subsequent sudden death, with the 
greatest advantage to those consuming five to six drinks 
per week. 

B German researchers re¬ 
ported that for primarily 
beer drinking men the risk 
was lowest between two 
and three drinks per day 
and for women who drank 
beer and wine equally, be¬ 
tween one and two drinks 
per day. 

In a study of elderly 
Dutch population, re¬ 
searchers found that mod¬ 
erate alcohol consumption 
had favorable associations 
with blood pressure, heart 
rate, HDL cholestrol and 
fibrinogen.

In California, drowning is a leading cause of acciden¬ 
tal death for children 1 through 4 years of age. Children 
drown in pools, spas, buckets, toilets and bathtubs. A 
child can drown in as little as 2 inches of water. The 
majority of drowning incidents occurs while the care¬ 
taker assumed the child was safely indoors. Drowning 
is a silent killer, the victims can’t cry for help. They are 
not getting enough air to breathe, so they don’t have the 
extra air needed to call for help. 

Drowning Prevention Tips 

There is no substitute for adequate supervision, chil¬ 
dren need to be watched. Never leave children unattend¬ 
ed in or around pools or spas - not even for a second. 
Access to the pool or spa area should be limited by 
locked doors, windows and self-closing, self-latching 
gates on fences surrounding the pool. Latches should be 
above the reach of children. Keep rescue equipment such 
ns long handled hook and ring buoy with a rope hang¬ 
ing near the pool. Many flotation toys are thought to be 
lifesavers but they are not! They are only toys and should

Stroke. It’s an ominous word for many, but it doesn’t 
have to be. Stroke is the third-leading cause of death in 
the U.S., but by far the leader in causing disability. 

Fifty percent ail hospital admissions for neurological 
problems are due to strokes, and each year 500,000 
Americans are struck down by this serious ailment. 
Strokes occur when the brain is deprived of blood and 
oxygen or when a blood vessel inside the brain ruptures. 
Destruction of brain cells and the loss of their associated 
function — speech, vision, movement —can result with 
damage to the brain occurring soon after the start of a 
stroke. 

Approximately 420,000 stroke victims survive each 
year, but about 350,00 of them are left with residual dam¬ 
age from the stroke which will likely impair their abil¬ 
ity to remain independent. About 75 percent of strokes 
occur in patients older than 65. For those who survive a 
stroke, rehabilitation care is crucial. Without it, almost 
half will wind up in nursing homes if they do not get im¬ 
mediate care and seek rehabilitation. 

A study published in the November 1996 issue of the 
American Heart Association Journal showed that pa¬ 
tients properly treated by a neurologist had 36 percent 
less incidence of death from stroke. But with proper re¬ 
habilitation, many stroke victims can recover to lead 
active lives. Much of their recovery depends on their 
being available for rehabilitation. 

Methodist Hospital offers stroke patients the best of 
both worlds with an Acute Rehabilitation Unit and ac¬ 
cess to physicians such as Dr. Vincent Michael 
Fortanasce and Dr. Charles Imbus, board-certified neu¬ 
rologists, who were recently named as among the top 10 
neurologists in Southern California by L.A. Magazine.

Bread For The Life Of The World 


by Margaret Duran 

Sometimes we need to hear straight talk about impor¬ 
tant truths: “God is good. Sin is bad.” Simple, direct 
statements about what is really important in life can 
make us stop and take notice. In the synagogue at Ca¬ 
pernaum Jesus used straight talk about an essential truth. 
He wanted his hearers to take notice. And he wants us 
to stop and ponder the truth of his words. 

The day before, Jesus had fed a vast crowd of people 
with five loaves of bread. He expected them to see in this 
miracle a sign that he had something more to give,. 
Something greater than all the bread in the world. He 
would give him.self as spiritual nourishment. The lead¬ 
ers of the people objected to what Jesus promised. They 
saw him as altogether too ordinary, despite the sign he 
had just given them in the multiplication of the loaves. 
They kept saying, “Is this not Jesus, the son of Joseph? 
Do we not know His father and mother?” 

Jesus heard their murmuring but did not tolerate it. 
He refused to back down. He insisted: “I am the living 
bread come down from heaven. If anyone eats this bread 
he shall live forever.” Then came the simple direct state¬ 
ment, a declaration which contains a truth which is e.s- 
sential to our faith, a pronouncement which was prompt¬ 
ed by the loving concern of our all good God, a procla¬ 
mation of a doctrine which men and women throughout 
the centuries have given their lives in martyrdom to up¬ 
hold, a promise which reveals the beautiful love of the 
heart of Christ: “The bread that I will give is my flesh 
for the life of the world.” 

Nothing could have been more direct. Jesus did not 
say that the bread would be like his flesh, or that it would 
be a reminder of his flesh. Quite plainly he said, ‘The 
bread I will give is my flesh for the life of the world.” 
Jesus fulfilled his promise on the night before he died.
